E. P. Coleman, Jr. stated in his 
president’s report that

close of 1937, and that loans made 
during the year amounted to more 
than $262,000. 
This is a 
record 
volume for the association. It rep­ 
resents a gain of 
5 per cent 
in 
membership, and 36 per cent in 
amount of loans made. The larg­ 
est increases were for loans with 
which 
to 
purchase 
cattle 
and 
finance the cotton crop. Increases 
were reported for each county in 
which the 
association 
operates; 
namely, Bollinger, 
Cape 
Girar­ 
deau, New Madrid, Mississippi, 
Scott, and Stoddard. 
In an address during the 
ses­ 
sion, W. P. Oliver, vice-president 
of the Production Credit Corpor­ 
ation of St. Louis, stated that the 
production 
credit 
associations 
have made a steady growth since 
the first one was 
organized 
In 
September, 1933. 
The 55 assoc­ 
iations now' operating in Illinois, 
Missouri, and Arkansas, have 
a 
combined membership of 
30,000 
farmers, and some two months ago 
passed the $50,000,000 mark 
in 
amount lent for 
seasonal

operations. 
On December 31, 1937, farmer- 
members owned more than 
$1,- 
000,000 in voting stock in 
their 
associations. 
Through 
efficient 
operations these associations have 
built up reserves 
in

tion 
by 
county 
workers. 
Mr. 
Harshbarger hoped 
to 
complete 
the1 full re-investigation by June 1. 
Most of the closed cases repre­ 
sented persons who had children 
able to support them, the director 
said. 
An 
amendment 
to 
the 
state constitution 
provides 
that 
those receiving old age assistance 
be 
incapacitated 
for 
working, 
have no means of support and be 
over 70 years of age. 
Some of those 
designated 
in­ 
eligible were found to be under 
70 years, and others that may have 
been 70 could not prove it. 
The 
Social Security Commission must 
have positive proof of the 
per­ 
son’s age, Mr. Harshbarger said. 
A few had more property 
than 
was allowed recipients, and some 
had sufficient private income 
or 
were deemed 
able 
to 
support 
themselves. 
Many elderly people originally 
applied for 
old 
age 
assistance 


thinking it merely a relief 
mea­ 
sure, which it is not. 
The difference between the 4000 
persons on the district rolls 
and 
the 2300 still awaiting remvesti- 
gntion—1700 
cases — represents 
ones 
investigated 
during 
1937. 
When old age assistance workers 
were appointed in counties a year 
ago, they were instructed to 
in­ 
vestigate all new cases 
and 
as 
many of the old ones as possible 
The Social Security office 
also 
handles relief in the district, and 
a heavy relief load at present has 
curtailed the rc-investigation 
of 
old age assistance. Mr. Harshbar 
ger explained. 
However, 
when 
planting season in April and May 
cuts down the rolls, as 
share­ 
croppers and tenant farmers be­ 
come self-supporting, workers will 
have more time for the old age 
assistance 
checkup

Persons feeling they have been 
unjustly excluded from old 
age 
aid may appeal, first to the coun­ 
ty office, then to the state com­ 
mission, and afterward

Circuit Court, for a reconsidera­ 
tion. Appeals will be weighed on 
a basis fo new facts brought 
to 
light and also from a standpoint 
that the original decision may not 
have considered all angles of the 
client’s qualifications. 
“The Social Security office 
is 
anxious to make just and fair de­ 
cisions,” Mr. Harshbarger said.

ical 
birds.

The great garden is filled 
with statues.

tains several long paneled m arble

with

The second floor contains a

collection of

Ruben's “ M arriage of St. C ather­ 
ine,” and “T he M artyrdom of St. 
Sebastian.” 
The site of the Black Hole 
of 
Calcutta is a place ot great inter­ 
est. 
It is across an alley from the 
new post office building. 
P art of 
the space is covered by 
another 
structure and the rest is 
paved 
and surrounded by an iron fence. 
Here on Ju n e 
20th, 
1756, 
one 
hundred and forty-six men, w o­ 
men and children w ere im prison­ 


ed in a room fourteen by eighteen 
feet with only tw o small barred 
windows to give them air. It was 
one of the hottest and most sultry 
nights of this torried climate, and 
when the door was 
opened 
the 
following morning, only 
tw enty- 
three of the num ber w ere alive. 
In the 
year 
1756, 
S iraj-ud- 
Baulah, the tyrannical 
ruler 
of 
Bengal attacked Calcutta because 
Governor D rake had 
harboured 
one of his enemies. 
W hen he a p ­ 
proached Old Fort William with 
his large arm y and 400 elephants, 
G overnor D rake abandoned 
the 
fort, following his troops, and left 
250 men, w em en 
and 
children 
w ithout 
protection. 
This 
small 
group resisted the 
invader, 
but 
could not hold out for long. When 
the tyrant entered the fort only 
146 people w ere left alive. They 
were im prisoned in 
the 
Black 
Hole as stated. 
T he dead bodies 
w ere flung into the ditch of the 
unfinished 
ravelin 
and 
covered 
over with earth. Holwell 
M onu­ 
m ent now m arks the ditch-grave. 
Holwell. who 
was 
one 
of 
the 
tw enty-three survivors of 
Black 
Hole, erected this m onum ent 
at 
his own expnese. 
At noon we 
drive 
to 
Grand 
Hotel for lunch. This hotel is a 
delightful hostelry, designed 
for 
the comfort of guests, Like m any 
others of the East, it has attractive 
shops adjoining or near the lobby. 
The meals and service are

ed to Delhi, in North India.

viceroy occupies it now w hen in 
Calcutta. 
Standing 
conspiciously 
at the south end is Victoria M em ­ 
orial, the “W hite Glory of 
Cal­ 
cutta.” Inside 
the 
M aidan 
are 
m onum ents such as 
the 
World 
W ar Cenotaph. 
This wide expense know n as the 
M aidan used to be a dense jungle, 
infested with tigers. It 
is 
said 
that 
Viceroy 
W arren 
Hastings 
used to shoot tigers here from the 
backs of elephants. None of 
my 
group hunted 
tigers 
here, 
but 
some of us rode elephants in view ­ 
ing the beauties of Eden Gardens, 
near the southw est corner.

these gardens, called 
“Eden," 
ts 
the race course, which has a track 
two miles in circum ference. Judg- 
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ing by the num ber of cars parked 
here in the afternoon, a large part 
; of Calcutta’s population 
is

j ful park is called Curzon Gardens, 
h id out by Lord Curzon in m em - 
j ory of his wife.

The outstanding show place 
of 
I Calcutta is the Victoria Memorial. 
Its massive dome can 
be 
seen 
I from steam ers tw en ty -tw o 
miles 
I down the Hooghly. 
Before 
the 
gates is the beautiful 
statue 
of 
Lord Curzon (Viceroy and 
Gov- 
| ernor General of India 1899-1905). 
j In the center of the large 
front 
| grounds 
is 
the 
superb 
bronze 
j statue of 
Queen 
Victoria. 
The 
Q ueen-Em press is seated 
on 
a 
throne of striking design; wearing 
the robes of the 
O rder 
of 
the 
Star of India. 
In her right hand 
she holds the scepter and in her 
left hand the O rb of State 
su r­ 
mounted by a figure of St. George. 
On her head is a crow n 
and 
a 
w reath of laurels. 
Behind 
her 
throne are represented in relief 
the Lion of G reat B ritain and the 
Tiger of India, and above 
them 
the “Sun that never sets.” 
This grand m em orial of 
pure 
white marble, conceived by Lord 
Curzon in 1901, was fifteen years 
in building. 
It has a lofty cen­ 
tral dome and four square corner 
turrets. 
Four allegorical 
figures 
at the corners of 
the dom e 
rep ­ 
resent commerce, peace, agricul­ 
ture and fam ine relief. 
Its cost 
of 76.000,000 rupees was subscrib­ 
ed by the princes and people 
of 
India. 
It was form erly opened by 
Edward, 
Prince 
of 
Wales 
(of 
Wally Simpson fam e), December 
28, 1921. 
The exhibits in the great 
halls 
portray the period of Queen Vic­ 
toria’s long reign. 
M any 
inci­ 
dents of her life are pictured 
in 
the panels, 
Twelve frescoes rep ­ 
resenting scenes of her life decor­ 
ate the walls. One of these 
pic­ 
tures the youthful Victoria 
hold- 
I ing her first council at K ensing­ 
t o n Palace, Ju n e 20, 1837. 
One- 
( exhibit of special interest is the 
Queen's w riting desk. 
M any 
priceless 
paintings 
are 
displayed on the 
walls. One of 
these which looks

TO PEO PLE ON RELIEF 


The State Social Security Com ­ 
mission announced 
th at 
400,000 
pounds of rice have recently been 
received for distribution to 
p er­ 
sons on relief rolls. 
According to 
George I. H aw orth, adm inistrator 
of the State Social Security Com ­ 
mission, 10 additional cars total­ 
ing 400,000 pounds 
have 
b e m 
promised. 
Mr. H aw orth said this rice wa- 
donated to his organization by the 
Federal Surplus Com modities C or­ 
poration and results from 
the ir 
surplus removal operations. 
The 
corporation is now 
engaged 
in 
buying surplus stocks of rice in 
Louisiana, Texas and 
A rkansas. 
To date 29.400,000 pounds of rice 
have been purchased at a cost of 
approxim ately $G84,000. 
This purchase is being conduct­ 
ed through open offers to buy from 
all dealers in the rice p ro d u e in » 
area. 
Offers are still being 
r t - 
ccived by the corporation. 
When grow ers of a commodity 
in any area in the United States 
feel that there is to be a surplus 
of same, which will glut the m a r­ 
ket if not rem oved, the usual pro­ 
cedure is for the growers to call 
a meeting and appoint a 
com ­ 
mittee, whose function it will be 
to contact the Corporation and re­ 
quest the assistance of the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
This can be 
accom p­ 
lished either directly 
witli 
the 
Corporation or through the State 
Social Security Commission. 
It should be 
understood 
that 
the Federal S urplus Commodities 
C orporation will not allow 
any 
over-burdened m ark et to drop so 
far that it will seriously affect the 
earnings of the growers. N ation­ 
ally, governm ent purchases 
will 
be m ade at or 
n ear 
prevailing 
m arket prices, b u t a m ark et will 
not be allowed to sink below that 
level. 
The Federal S urplus C om m od­ 
ities Corporation and it's distrib­ 
uting agent, the S tate Social Se­ 
curity Commission 
of 
Missouri, 
endeavor at all tim es to withhold 
shipm ents of a com m odity to any 
county having a producing 
area, 
or a large shortage holding of the 
same commodity. 
After the com m odity has been 
received at one of the state’s dis­ 
trict commodity warehouses, the 
am ounts allottedvto each 
county 
are transported 
by 
commission

“A credit union is 
a 
coopera­ 
tive society organized for the pur­ 
pose of supplying the members of 
that group with a plan of system­ 
atic saving.” 
You will 
notice 
that 
in

definition the plan and habit of 
systematic saving is placed before 
the creation of credit. 
The lack 
of this principle in the 
code 
of 
the loan shark and the shady loan 
companies, aside from their usur- 
ous rates places the credit union 
in a niche by itself. It is not out 
for profit, but to help people help 
themselves, 
to 
make 
them 
as 
financially independent as possi­ 
ble. 
How is this done? 
(We are 
in these articles considering only 
the laws of 
Missouri 
and 
the 
working program of credit unions, 
with special reference to 
South­ 
east Missouri.) 
To receive 
any 
credit union service a person must 
be a member of such credit union, 
i. e., he must have at least 
one 
share or be paying on such share. 
Credit union shares 
are 
inten­ 
tionally low so that the 
poorest 
can join. 
One share is $5.00. This 
is acquired 
or 
rather 
can 
be 
acquired as follows (we take the 
least to illustrate how even a very 
;x>or man or woman may become 
a member): The person pays 25c 
as an initiation fee. 
This fee be­ 
longs to the credit union and takes 
care of the cost of the pass book, 
individual ledger leaf, 
etc. 
Fur­ 
thermore this fee is paid only once 
even though the person may later 
draw out all his holdings and at a 
later time decide to again 
start 
saving. The only exception to this 
is a person who has been expelled 
from the credit union. Such a per­ 
son must make a new application' 
and pay again his entrance fee if 
he is accepted. The fee is return- 
lf the applicant is turned down by 
the board of directors.

TOUR AMONG SHARECROPPERS 
GIVES ANOTHER VIEW ON LIFE 


E xasperated by reports em anat- 
ing from the St. Louis Post-Din-1 
patch that destitution and serfdom ( 
exist in wholesale lots am ong the 
sharecroppers of Southeast 
Mis­ 
souri, a Sikeston m an who 
has 
close contact with this class 
of 
people led an expedition to their 
very doorsteps to show th a t con­ 
ditions pictured in the m etropoli­ 
tan new spaper are overdraw n. 
H e was E. P. Coleman, Sikeston 
ginner and operator of 50 farm s in 
this section. 
He took a S tandard 
representative on a tour through 
N ew M adrid County over many 
sq u are miles. 
The two talked to 
sharecroppers and tenant farm ers 
in this area. Moreover, Mr. Cole­ 
m an was ready to go again after 
the first trip, lest 
the 
reporter 
think the first group a h an d -p ick ­ 
ed on for propaganda purposes. 
Latest of the Post-D ispatch in­ 
terpretations 
of 
the 
Southeast 
M issouri bucolic standards was a 
series of sketches on 
the 
front 
page of the editorial section last 
Sunday. 
T hey w ere d ra w n in the 
vicinity of Charleston and showed 
sharecroppers in different poses. 
In the caption it stated th a t “v ir­ 
tually all these 
people 
ore 
in 
need of relief.” 
Previously, th e city new spaper 
sent a rep o rter to this section to 
observe conditions. 
So 
far 
as 
could be learned, he talked to of­ 
ficials in tw o Social Security of­ 
fices, a negro T enant Union head, 
secured figures 
from 
Jefferson 
C ity and Colum bia and then wrote 
his article. 
If he 
visited farm s 
throughout Southeast Missouri, it 
could not be determ ined, but his 
conclusions were: 
1. Practically all sharecroppers 
and tenant farm ers in 
Southeast 
Missouri are facing starvation and 
need relief. 
2. Relief allotm ents 
to 
these 
persons totals but $1.48 per p er­ 
son per month. 
3. Landlords will not let te n ­ 
ants raise their own tru ck g ar­ 
den, poultry and stock 
for 
the 
w inter's food supply, 
preferring 
to keep the renters in d ebt bond­ 
age through 
“furnish”— supplies 
credited to them . 
4 Because of 
w eather 
condi­ 
tions and cotton prices the sh are­ 
croppers could not pay them selves 
o u t of debt at the end of the sea­ 
son and the planter h ad no funds 
to continue credit to them ; hence, 
the desperate need for relief. 
It was a gloomy story, but 
th e 
cross-sections chosen by the 
St. 


Louis new spaper, according to Mr. 
Coleman, were not very com pre­ 
hensive of the entire cotton dis­ 
trict of Missouri. 
The tour through the 
farm ing 
area by the Sikeston pair was e n ­ 
lightening in several ways. In one 
instance, it showed that a person 
can merely drive along past these 
farms and note garden patches, 
cows, hogs and chickens, although 
a stranger m ight suppose 
these 
homes of 
independent 
farm ers, 
rather than tenants. 
At all places visited, moreover, 
the following facts w ere gleaned: 
1. No ten an t was suffering from 
lack of food. 
2. None was on relief or p lan ­ 
ning to go on relief for the winter. 
3. No one could recall any p e r­ 
son in the vicinity going on 
re ­ 
lief. 
4. The suggestion th a t a lan d ­ 
lord would not perm it 
them 
to 
raise their own eatables brought 
genuine laughter. 
Where, then, do those on relief 
come from? Mr. Coleman said they 
come chiefly 
from 
sections 
in 
Southeast Missouri having poorer 
land—a vital point overlooked in 
the St. Louis observation, which 
contrasted a 
fertile 
land 
w ith 
overw helm ing poverty—that c a n ­ 
not moke a living for both ow ner 
and tenant. 
This fact is 
borne 
out by the Social Security office. 
In Scott County the poorer 
land 
lies north and east of this city. 
First prize for 
resourcefulness 
goes to M arion Reed, who lives in 
a small cabin on a Coleman farm 
about eight miles southw est 
of 
Sikeston. 
Reed is the answ er to 
the claim th at a cropper could not 
make enough 
to 
tide 
himself 
through the winter. Reed came to 
the house from 
A rkansas 
last 
Oct. 27. He started from “scratch.” 
No time for him to raise a garden, 
stock or poultry for the w inter. 
He picked cotton, whoever, 
and 
made enough money to carry him 
through th e winter. Going on r e ­ 
lief? 
"I should say not,” replied 
Reed. “O ur family 
has 
enough 
money and has never been on re ­ 
lief." 
Then th ere was H ow ard P ie r­ 
son, living next to Reed. Pierson 
lives in a trim bungalow. 
He had 
a half-acre potato patch at 
the 
front of his home. 
For the past 
seven years he got 
two 
potato 
crops each season from this patch. 
He has tw o cows and 125 chick­ 
ens. 
His nam e will not be found 
on the relief rolls. 


Clyde Paylor, living west out 
of M atthews, m ade provisions for 
the winter. 
His family put 
up 
400 cans of fruit and 
vegetables 
from their 
garden 
plot. 
Clyde 
lives in a small unpainted house. 
There is a radio 
aerial 
outside, 
however. 
He has a cow. In the 
fall he butchered two hogs 
and 
has m uch of the m eat left. Next 
spring he plans to get tw o 
more 
hogs. 
He also has some chickens. 
A. M. Freed, 
next 
door—two 
cows, seven hogs, 100 chickens— 
said those sharecroppers who went 
on relief would not even chop cot­ 
ton during the season. 
The list went on . . . C. D. Sav­ 
age, with almost a new’ car 
had 
plenty to provide himself; R. P. 
Harris, on a trip to New Mexico 
to see his daughter; W. L. A nder­ 
son in a small cabin but 
amply 
supplied with food; 
M. 
Owens, 
whose mules pulled the visitors’ 
stuck car out of a mudhole; Mark 
Throop— he said, “Poppycock”, to 
the assertion th at a tenant could 
not raise his ow n food; and Elmer 
Jones, who gave the sam e testi­ 
mony. 
This article or the 
trip 
taken 
was not undertaken to prove that 
a sharecropper lives 
a 
life 
of 
luxury or has it 
easy. 
On 
the 
contrary, he has plenty of hard­ 
ships and has special problem s of 
sanitation and medical care to a 
small degree. 
But it does 
show’ 
that generalizing after one peep 
through the 
microscope 
usually 
results in a distorted viewpoint. 
Sharecroppers interview ed read­ 
ily agreed they w ere not getting 
rich, nevertheless, as pointed out, 
where else can a m an with a fam ­ 
ily, w ithout a cent of capital and 
with no educational background, 
step into a m eans of livelihood so 
abruptly and become a p artn er in 
a business as the tenant farmer. 
Certainly not in a city with 
all 
it capital wealth. 
In all the approaches 
toward 
the sharecropper problem , 
con­ 
sidering especially those who can­ 
not provide for themselves, scant 
mention is m ade as a whole 
on 
the traits of m any of them , which 
accounts for their 
plight. 
Most 
landowners, contrary to 
general 
belief, do not w ant their tenants 
in debt to them but prefer them 
I on the black-ink side of the lcdg- 
l er. 
A cropper in debt generally 
: shows he cannot operate as ef­ 
ficiently as he ought, and staying 
j in debt will not im prove his am ­ 
bition. Consequently, the 
poorer 


of the class ore shunted 
around 
until they land 
on 
the 
poorer 
soils, and neither soil nor 
crop­ 
per can m ake ends 
meet. 
Then 
comes relief. 
Again, m any sharecroppers 
in 
this section purchased automobiles 
of various ages and descriptions

Some even sold cows and other 
goods to buy gasoline. 
Cam e the 
slum p in prices, automobiles were 
reposessed and the tenants 
had 
nothing. 
Some tenants w ere too shiftless 
to plant gardens and in some scat­ 
tered instances were actually too 
ignorant to grow their ow n pro­ 
duce. 
T here are tales of negroes, 
receiving a large supply of pota­ 
toes for planting, who cooked and 
ate most of the inside of the pota­ 
toes and planted a ra th e r 
thick 
peeling containing the “eyes” e x ­ 
pecting to get regular crop. 
Despite all these angles to con­ 
sider, the landlord 
chiefly 
gets 
the blame in urban centers. Rec­ 
ords show th at some landowners 
are to a large extent to blam e for 
their sharecroppers destitute con­ 
dition. 
Some farm ers have come 
to the Social Security office ask­ 
ing that their tenants be put on 
relief, even when 
the 
farm ers 
w ere capable of carrying the fam ­ 
ilies through the 
w inter 
them ­ 
selves. 
H ere and there are some 
landowners who dislike to have 
sharecroppers plant a garden 
or 
raise their own supplies, but most 
landlords look upon this as stupid 
from a business standpoint 
and 
also unjust. 
Landow ners who have protest­ 
ed the charges of the 
Post-D is­ 
patch in the main have not ob­ 
jected 
to 
relief 
given 
needy 
sharecroppers. 
Even though 
the 
unfortunates 
may 
be 
suffering 
from their own lack of foresight 
and improvidence, they still must 
be fed, it is agreed. 
As the Standard revealed 
re ­ 
cently, the assertion th a t 
share­ 
croppers receive but $1.48 a m onth 
for relief told only half the story. 
Social Security headquarters here 
disclosed that commodity supplies, 
in addition to regular relief script, 
bring the total to about twice the 
foregoing sum , giving a family of 
four $12 per month. Furtherm ore, 
people living on a farm 
can 
at 
times obtain food 
from 
various 
other sources and their condition 
is not considered as trying as that 
of city people on relief.
